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Ford Wins In Minnesota 


SHERIFF OF THE YEAR — Pickaway County Sheriff 
Dwight E. Radcliff was honored as Sheriff Of The Year by 
the Ohio Fraternal Order of Eagles Friday during the state 
convention in Cincinnati. Radcliff, recommended for the 
honor by the Buckeye State Sheriffs’ Association, was 
honored for “outstanding devotion to his high office and 
outstanding service to this fellow man.”

Big-City Mayors Eye 
Public Works Bill, 
See Financial Woes 


MILWAUKEE (AP) — The nation’s 
big-city mayors meet here today to 
talk about money problems, but Abe 
Beame is staying home. 
Beame is facing budget and labor 
decisions that threaten New York 
City’s precarious financial health. His 
decision not to attend the U.S. Con­ 
ference of Mayors annual meeting 
symbolizes the urban crisis. 
At least 300 mayors were to attend 
the six-day Conference session. When 
they’re not talking politics, they’ll 
likely be cursing what some are calling 
the “ Revenue-Expenditure Gap.” 
The mayors will be closely watching 
two critical urban situations: 
—Next Thursday,

I, 
New 
York’s new fiscal years begins, and 
many city union contracts end. City 
union leader Victor Gotbaum has 
warned that either default or a 
massive strike are imminent. 
—President Ford has a $3.95-billion 
public works jobs bill on his desk which 
would extend aid to troubled cities, 
with money to create 200,000 jobs. He 
must sign or veto the measure next 
week. 
The 
conference 
staff’s 
“ 1976 
Economic Report of the Cities,” being 
released today, was expected to show 
that unemployment and inflation have 
brought financial problems to many 
suburban communities, as well as to 
some cities in the nation’s prosperous 
sunbelt. 


Even Beverly Hills, Calif., home of 
wealthy movie stars, is having 
financial woes. 
“ Expenditures have outstripped 
revenues by almost $2 million in the 
last two years,” Mayor Donna Ellman 
told her generally well-to-do con- 
stitutents. In the face of financial 
woes, she asked an advisory board to 
confront one question, common enough 
to New Yorkers but startling in 
Beverly Hills: “Can this city long 
endure?” 
If Beverly Hills is having trouble, 
consider New York and Beame, who 
stands at center stage at the brink of 
another financial crisis. 
On Wednesday a financial plan for 
the new fiscal year will be presented to 
the Emergency Financial Control 
Board. Beame canceled his trip here to 
polish the plan, and to oversee labor 
negotiations, aide Sidney Frigmund 
said late Friday. 
New York is bargaining contracts to 
cover 120,000 city employes — almost 
half the total and including police, fire 
and clerical workers. 
New York cannot give the workers a 
raise, despite the inflation that eats at 
their wages, because the money isn’t 
there. The federal government will 
stop the flow of its short-term loans if 
the city uncaps the wage ceiling im­ 
posed on city workers. If Treasury 
Secretary William Simon stops the 
loans, default could occur. 
Ford Heads For Summit, 
Warns Communist Cuba 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford, heading for a seven-nation 
economic summit in Puerto Rico, took 
note today of political ferment on the 
island and warned Communist Cuba to 
avoid involvement. 


In remarks prepared for his arrival 
in Puerto Rico, Ford said the United 
States is proud of its relationship with 
the island commonwealth. He de­ 
clared: 
“Those who might be inclined to 
interfere in our freely determined 
relations should know that such an act 
will be considered as intervention in 
the domestic affairs of Puerto Rico 
and the United States; it will be an 
unfriendly act which will be resisted 
by appropriate means.” 
Ford did not elaborate nor did other 
White House officials expand on what 
retaliatory measures might be con­ 
templated. They acknowledged that 
the 
P resident’s 
statem ent 
was 
directed at Cuba. 
Ford set up the Puerto Rican trip to 
discuss global economic issues with 
the leaders of Great Britain, France, 
West Germany, Japan, Italy and 
Canada at a summit that formally 
begins Sunday and winds up a day lat­ 
er. 
Noting that the talks continue a 
dialogue begun last November at 
Rambouillet, near Paris, where all but 


the Canadians were present, Ford 
said: 
“ I 
am 
confident 
that 
these 
discussions will help us to continue our 
current economic progress, and move 
us ever closer to our goal of economic 
growth and stability throughout the 
world.” 
His arrival text gave greater em­ 
phasis, however, to political unrest in 
Puerto Rico, which was mirrored in 
heavy security measures adopted for 
the summit at the secluded Dorado 
Beach Hotel 17 miles west of San Juan. 
The President said that the history of 
the relationship with Puerto Rico has 
rested on the principle that the peoples 
of the United States and Puerto Rico 
have a right to “freely determine the 
nature of their ties with one another.” 
In an obvious reference to pro­ 
independence sentiment among some 
islanders, Ford said the relationship 
currently 
is 
“a 
subject 
of free 
discussion and debate” which he said 
was “the best promise that what we 
together choose to do in the future will 
be beneficial to people of this island.” 
Saying that there are those — un­ 
named — “who seek to distort the 
facts” and mislead others about the 
relationship, the President said the 
United States was proud of its ties with 
Puerto Rico and invites the world to 
examine the relationship.”

President Ford edged his way over 
the 1,000-delegate mark today when he 
won all but one of the 18 at-large 
Minnesota delegates to the GOP 
national convention.

Ford gained the support of 17 at- 
large national delegates elected in a 
marathon four-hour balloting process 
at the convention in St. Paul. The 
single remaining delegate went to 
challenger Ronald Reagan. 
E arlier, Minnesota Republicans, 
whose official name is Independent- 
Republican party, chose the others in 
the 42-member delegation with 16 
going for Ford, 5 to Reagan and 3 un­ 
committed.

Restore 
Socialist's 
Citizenship 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
Judiciary Committee has voted to 
restore the citizenship rights of 
Eugene Debs, the late Socialist leader 
who fought for unemployment in­ 
surance, old age pensions, and equal 
rights for women. 


“From what I’ve heard about this 
man I’m not sure I want to go on 
record as voting for him,” said Sen. 
Strom Thurmond, R-S.C., before he 
reluctantly withdrew an objection that 
would have killed the measure by 
preventing a vote Friday. 
Thurmond changed his mind only 
after he was asked three times to do so 
and after he confirmed that although 
Debs ran for president five times as a 
Socialist, he never was a Communist. 
Debs’ champion was Sen. Birch 
Bayh, D-Ind., who said Debs was only 
“a political activist ahead of his time. 
“Most of the things he espoused are 
now the law of the land,” Bayh said. 
When Bayh said an objection would 
kill all chances of considering the 
m atter this year, Thurmond replied: 
“That is what I want to do. Yes, I’d like 
to do that.” 
Debs died in 1926. 
He lost his citizenship rights on his 
conviction for sedition in 1918 after a 
speech criticizing U.S. entry into 
World War I. 
Debs conducted his fifth and last 
presidential campaign in 1920 from his 
cell in the Atlanta penitentiary. He 
received nearly a million votes. 
His 20-year sentence was commuted 
in 1921 by President Warren G. Har­ 
ding who did not, however, restore 
Debs citizenship rights. 
Johnny M ercer 
Oles A t Age 66 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Johnny 
Mercer, whose haunting jazz and blues 
lyrics thrilled millions for half a 
century, won four Oscars and made 
him the highest-paid song writer in the 
world, has died at age 66. 
The mellow-voiced Mercer, who 
wrote lyrics for such hit songs as 
“ Laura,” “That Old Black Magic,” 
“ Jeepers, C reepers” and “ Moon 
River,” died Friday at his Bel Air 
home. 
A family spokesman said his death 
was caused by complications from 
brain surgery performed last Oct. 25 to 
remove a benign tumor.

delegates; Reagan with 929. There are 
143 delegates still to be selected. It 
takes 1,130 to win the nomination. 
With GOP delegates being selected 
today in Idaho and Montana, Reagan 
held a .series of private meetings

Republican party convention in Helena 
as he campaigned to capture all 20 of 
the .state’s delegates. 
Reagan is scheduled to address the 
convention today and then fly on to 
Moscow, Idaho, to campaign for four 
more convention votes up for grabs 
there. 
During a 30-minute nationally 
televised NBC address Friday night, 
Brown stopped short of conceding the 
Democratic nomination race. 


His campaign officials have declined 
to comment on an Associated l*ress 
delegate survey that gives Carter the 
1,505 delegates he needs for a first- 
ballot victory. 
Asked why Brown is still running, his 
campaign secretary, Fred Epstein, 
said Friday: “ He entered the race in 
order to raise some issues he thinks 
are important. He entered six pri­ 
maries, raised the issues and had them 
endorsed by the people." 
The AP tally shows Carter with 1,526 
delegates, more than the 1,505 need to 
win the nomination. Brown has 306. 
Carter picked up 8 of the 17 delegates 
selected Friday night at congressional 
district caucuses in Colorado. Brown 
took 3, Sen. Frank Church of Idaho, 


who has dropped from active cam­ 
paigning, gained one and five were 
uncommitted 
The remaining 4 Democratic con­ 
vention delegates to be selected from 
Colorado will be chosen tonight. 
Carter said he spoke with Ford by 
telephone Friday “to talk to him about 
briefings on the nation’s security 
m atters,” 
During a brief news conference at 
his peanut farm in Plains, Ga., Carter 
said he called Ford to arrange through 
Central Intelligence Agency Director 
George Bush “ a procedure that the 
CIA will follow in educating me on 
m atters that relate to our national 
security after the nomination is con­ 
cluded. 
Anonymous Letter Leads 
To Chief's Conviction 


CINCINNATI (AP) - What began 
with an 
anonymous 
letter 
has 
culminated in the conviction of a police 
chief and his vice squad commander 
for perjury and tampering with evi­ 
dence. 
A Hamilton County Common Pleas 
Court jury Friday deliberated seven 
hours before finding Chief Carl Goodin 
and LL Richard Beyer guilty on both 
counts. Officer Jam es Simon was 
found innocent on a charge of perjury. 


The convictions grew out of a grand 
jury probe which was launched by an 
anonymous letter charging police 
wrongdoing which was sent late last 
year to local media and city officials. 
The grand jury began investigating 
alleged police wrongdoing and last 
December indicted seven police of­ 
ficers— with a total experience of over 
120 years on the force—and three 
civilians. 
Charges ranged from perjury to 
theft, procuring and obstructing 
justice. 
Each of the defendents judged 
Friday still faces additional charges 
which were contained in the grand 
jury’s indictments. Goodin also was 


indicted on charges of bribery, ex­ 
tortion and soliciting. 
Beyer and Goodin, who was chief 
from 1971 until he was suspended after 
the indictments were returned, each 
face a sentence of from one to-10 years 
in prison and-or $5,000 fine on each 
count. Sentencing was set for July 6. 
A total of 32 crimes were charged in 
the grand jury indictment and the trial 
of Goodin, Beyer and Simon was the 
first major action taken in what has 
been called the largest scandal to hit 
the city’s police department in 25 
years. 
The prosecution charged that Goodin 
used money paid weekly by two 
helicopter traffic patrobnen for an 
entertainment fund for out-of town 
guests. 
Goodin maintained that the money 
was used for an informants fund. 
Beyer and Simon, both of whom 
were permitted to remain on the force 
after they were indicted pending the 
result of the trial, helped Goodin 
“cover-up” the fund by participating 
in his story that the money was going 
to pay informants, the prosecution 
charged. 
Goodin several times challenged the 


recollection of prosecution witnesses 
who maintained that the police chief 
had been present or had told them that 
the money was to be used for an en­ 
tertainment fund. 


The verdict was greeted with cries of 
despair from several spectators in the 
galleries. 


“They can’t do that,” one woman 
cried when the guilty plea was read 
against Goodin. 
Prosecutor Simon I^eis, who had 
admitted personal anguish about the 
case, listened with head bent, while the 
police chief stared .straight ahead. 
Only the wife of the 30-year-old 
Simon had tears of joy. 
Elmer Dunaway, head of the Cin­ 
cinnati Fraternal Order of Police, 
blasted the verdict and said that 
Goodin had been “framed.” 
He said he hoped the average 
policeman would learn a lesson that 
“they should just work their eight 
hours a day and collect their paycheck 
because it doesn’t pay to do anything 
extra. 
“ It doesn’t matter what they do 
extra, when they want to get ya, they 
will.” 
Mars Landing Area Sought 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - There 
are knobs, windswept or water-etched 
ridges, craters and bright lines that 
look like highways or earthquake-fault 
cracks, but is there a landing strip on 
Mars for Viking I? 
With little more than a week left 
before the spacecraft sets down on the 
rocky, pockmarked Martian surface, 
scientists at Jet Propulsion Labora­ 
tory fitted together a jigsaw puzzle of 
closeup shots of Mars’ surface and said 
Friday they rem ain confident a 
relatively smooth 
144-by-60-mile 
landing zone exists. 
Photographs relayed by the orbiting 
spacecraft showed m yriad rocky 
knobs, craters and wind-or water- 
swept formations cut into the planet’s 
surface. 
Dr. Harold Masursky, head of the 
landing site team, added that long, 
bright lines on the surface — which he 
had earlier called “freeways” — may 
be faults, like the cracks on earth 


caused by fracturing of the crust. 
The landing team at J PL has been 
scrutinizing the photos taken by the 
craft during its daily orbit around the 
planet, using a special viewer that en­ 
ables them to distinguish the planet's 
peaks from its valleys. 
The search for a suitable landing 
spot 
relies in part on scientific 
guesswork, since the Viking’s camera 
cannot yet pick out objects less than 
several hundred feet across. 
Dr. Harold Masursky, head of the 
landing site team, said scientists rely 
on geological knowledge of the earth 
and its moon to project what smaller 
objects might be there to damage or 
capsize the unmanned Viking lander. 
The landing craft, a threelegged 
bundle of scientific instruments, will 
be guided from earth until separation 
from the mother ship July 4. After 
that, the entire landing operation is up 
to a preprogrammed sequence on the 
lander itself. 


The overall landing region, called 
Chryse (Greek for “I^ind of Gold” and 
rhymes with “icy” ), is an area of 
gently rolling plains and is relatively 
smooth. Chryse was chosen on the 
basis of earlier photographs of Mars, 
and scientists think the area may have 
been covered by water in large quan­ 
tities eons ago. 


Wind and water swept deposits 
blanket Chryse, scientists believe, and 
the region seems a likely area to 
search for any signs of Martian life. 


Masursky said the photos from 
Viking have shown four types of 
features in Chryse. They are fluid 
features such as streambeds and 
islands that might have been eroded by 
massive floods; knobs of ancient 
bedrock sticking up here and there 
through younger lava flows; etched 
areas where water or wind hollowed 
out pits, and num erous cra ters 
marking the impact of meteorites.

But the water level of the 
river, swollen by heavy rains, forced the men 
to clutch to a tree branch in safety. Neither 
man could swim well enough to reach dry 
land. They were shuttled to shore by the 
special deputies, who tossed a 
line to 
rescuers on the bank about a mile from the 
bridge.

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Farm Safety 
Week Set 


The week of July 25-31 has been 
proclaimed National Farm Safety 
Week by President Gerald R. Ford. 
The theme of this year’s observance 
sponsored by the National Safety 
Council (NSC), and the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture (USDA), is 
“Educate for Safety.” This marks the 
33rd consecutive observance of an 
annual safety event that began during 
World War II in an effort to promote 
safety consciousness and reduce costly 
accidents that cut 
agricultural 
productivity. 


Accidents in 1975 claimed the lives of 
approximately 5,500 farm residents 
and caused about 500,000 disabling 
injuries, according to the National 
Safety Council. More than half of the 
deaths occurred in motor vehicle

Deadline For 
Farm Safety 


Farmers and ranchers will have 
more 
time 
to 
meet 
safety 
requirements of the new Machine 
Guarding Standards for Agriculture. 
According to the Occupational Safety 
and Health Administration (OSHA), 
the June 7 effective date has been 
extended to October 25. This coincides 
with the scheduled effective date of the 
standard for roll-over protective 
structures on tractors. 
“In assessing the importance of 
educational material to employers and 
employees, it is necessary to consider 
the uniqueness of agriculture as 
regards occupational safety and 
health,” OSHA stated. In the past, few 
safety and health standards have 
applied to agriculture. Therefore, it is 
reasonable that a longer lead time is 
necessary to inform employers and 
employees about the standard than 
with other industries. Lead time for 
training is especially important 
considering the need to make equip­ 
ment modifications in order to comply 
with the standard, OSHA reported. 
To protect farm owners and their 
employes from hazards associated 
with moving parts of farm machinery, 
the standard calls for placement of 
guards or shields on the power take-off 
drives and shafts of all farm and field 
equipment.

accidents. About one-fourth of the 
deaths and 140,000 disabling injuries 
were caused by farm work accidents. 
The cost of farm accidents, including 
farm fires, is estimated at $3 billion 
annually. 


Secretary of Agriculture Earl L. 
Butz said: “American farmers pride 
themselves in being safety-minded and 
safety-motivated. They are both the 
teachers and the taught. They are the 
parties at risk when accidents occur 
and they know it. 


“Agricultural safety education in­ 
volves person to person training in a 
work situation. It requires a teacher 
aware of hazards and an attentive 
learner to whom example is more 
effective than written text. Safety 
education pays off by preventing 
human suffering and economic loss. 
The best instruction, however, is 
meaningless unless farm ers, ran­ 
chers, their families and employees 
remain constantly alert and use good 
judgment on the job.” 


A recent one-year survey conducted 
by the National Safety Council in 15 
heavily agricultural states showed an 
estimated 204,000 injuries to farm 
workers, residents, and visitors in 
those areas. Farm machinery was 
involved in the greatest number of 
injuries (22 per cent), followed by 
animals (13 per cent), hand tools (8 per 
cent), and power tools (5 per cent). “It 
is evident that we still have a long way 
to go in educating people how to use 
farm tools, machinery, and equipment 
safely,” the NSC said. 
Farmers and ranchers are urged to 
train their workers — both family and 
employed. Show them how to do each 
job safely. Supervise them until they 
can manage the work with competence 
and safety. Read safety articles and 
items in publications. Read and heed 
instruction manuals and product 
labels. 
Education today can prevent ac­ 
cidents tomorrow.

County Extension Agent, Agriculture 
If you’d like to have the latest in­ 
formation on efficient and functional 
beef housing and equipment, a hand­ 
book is available for you. 
The handbook features the planning 
of cattle feedlots; the planning and 
layout of confinement housing; cow- 
calf facilities; ventilation of beef 
housing, with emphasis on natural 
ventilation; manure handling and 
storage; runoff control measures;

One in every ten Americans — 21 
million people 
suffers from a 
physical disability. Seven million of 
these individuals are under 21. Just 
about everyone at some time is injured 
and has restricted movement. 
Each day they all face the same 
problem — getting dressed and un­ 
dressed. 
To help these people live as in­ 
dependently as possible, without 
forsaking fashionable, attractive 
clothing, special closures and ap­ 
propriate styles can be selected or 
made. 
Here are several suggestions, 
mentioned in a good booklet available. 
These tips reflect the most asked 
questions about clothing and closures 
for the disabled: 
Ready-to-wear garments can be 
made easier to open, if the back 
closure is converted to a front opening 
by applying a zipper in the front of the 
garment. Buttons, hooks, eyes and 
snaps, are no longer a problem when 
replaced by Velcro self-gripping 
fasteners that open and close by 
pressing the two halves together. 
Zippers can be made easier to pull 
with a large ring, or a pull tab can be 
created with a ribbon, piece of leather, 
yam tassel, or old jewelry. Keep 
zippers running easily with soap, wax 
or a commercial lubricant. 
CRUTCHES. Wear and tear of the 
fabric can be eliminated by adding 
fabric patches to the underside of the 
garment. Seam tape may be stitched 
to the underarm to help withstand 
extra stress created by the cratches. 
Stretch fabrics and knit garments are 
best, because they give more. And 
shirts with long tails, over-blouses and 
sweaters or body suits give the best 
appearance. 
LONG LEG BRACES, OR CASTS. 
Choose pants with legs loose enough to 
fit over braces-cast. Sew tabs into the 
inside of the waistband so a hook can 
be used to pull up the slacks. Selecting 
lined slacks will reduce the fabric 
abrasion on the inside of the slacks 
caused by the brace or cast. If the 
slacks aren’t lined, you can reinforce 
them by sewing or ironing on extra 
fabric. 
MASTECTOMY. Garments with 
dolman or kimono sleeves are helpful 
for swollen arms. The sunken area 
under the arms can be fitted with an 
armhole shield made of soft fabric 
padded with lamb’s wool or polyester 
batting, and then attached to the bra. 


WHEELCHAIR. Jackets which are 
shorter in length are more comfortable 
than longer ones which tend to bunch 
up. Moderate fullness in skirts or 
dresses provides greater comfort, and 
slacks are especially convenient for 
those who are lifted out of their 
wheelchair. Wrap-around clothes are 
easy to wear and comfortable. A cape 
is ideal.

We’ve tried getting the slugs drunk 
on beer, picked them off our 
vegetables and dropped them in 
kerosene, tried various chemicals, but 
they just keep coming. 
Entomologist Richard Miller tells us 
slug baits are probably the best im­ 
mediate control of slugs. We have two 
ingredients commonly found in slug 
baits, he says. Methaldehyde may be 
used around edible crops but not on 
them. It is sold as Ortho’s Bug-geta, 
Snarol, and Murphy’s Slugit liquid. 
Mesurol is the second one and is the 
most effective. It is not cleared for use 
where edible crops are grown, but may 
be used in flower beds, around shrubs, 
and around the house. It is sold as 
Ortho’s Slug-geta and Hopkins Snail 
and Slug Pellets M2. 
Well, back to getting the critters 
drunk...beer does attract slugs. But, 
the idea is to get them to crawl into the 
pan and drown. So, if you have some 
stale beer, pour it in shallow pie tins 
and set them around in your garden 
area. Maybe you’ll catch a few. 
Roses 
Continue to fertilize your roses the 
first of each month until about August. 
Roses need moisture, too. So if the 
weather stays dry too long, water the 
plants thoroughly at least once a week. 
A 2 to 3 inch mulch helps preserve the 
moisture. 
If blooms are left on the canes, clip 
them off once the petals start to fall. To 
maintain strong, sturdy canes, cut 
back to the place where the cane is the 
size of a pencil or larger or at least just 
above a 3 to 5 leaf petiole. New shoots 
that will produce new buds spring out 
in the axis of the leaf petiole. Cutting 
back to strong canes avoids new 
growth and buds at the end of weak 
dropping canes. 
To control leafspot and aphids or 
other insects, spray once a week with a 


good insecticide and fungicide. Captan 
is a good fungicide and Sevin will 
control many insects. Or you can use 
Spectracide, which is a liquid form of 
diazinon. Wettable powder forms of 
insecticides and fungicides usually can 
be mixed and applied in one ap­ 
plication. Do not mix the liquid forms 
and powdered forms.

And I’m having 
psychic birth pangs over the launching 
of our magnificent new riverboat, the 
Mississippi Queen, which will begin 
dunking her paddlewheel in brown 
water on July 27. But like the Queens 
I’m going to survive.

Ifs been a near thing, though, with 
our Delta Queen. She was built in 1926, 
and I mean really built, with a steel

Following a relaxation of regulatory 
restrictions, policies already are being 
sold whose face value — the rate paid 
to beneficiaries —■ is governed partly 
by how well the stock market per­ 
forms. 
Note the phrase “by how well.” It 
doesn’t matter if in the meantime the 
market 
collapses, 
because 
the 
traditional feature of a fixed return — 
the face value — is guaranteed. 
“Our experience tells us that in the 
long run the returns on common stock 
will be greater than on bonds and 
mortgages,” says Harry Walker, 
president of an Equitable Life 
Assurance subsidiary that is the first 
to write such insurance. 
In Walker’s opinion, the Equitable 
Variable Life Insurance Co. should be 
able to obtain a return 2 to 3 per cent 
better than that earned by the tradi­ 
tional, more conservative investment 
procedures. 
The insurance costs more than most 
ordinary whole life policies, but 
Walker maintains that it is impossible 
to make comparisons because of the 
different nature of the policies. 
At age 40, a female can obtain 
$100,000 face amount for an annual 
premium of $2,080, a male for $2,353. 
At age 55 the annual premiums are 
about double — $4,012 for women, $4,- 


620 for men. The policies pay no 
dividends, but do have cash value. 
In return, the insured’s beneficiaries 
are guaranteed a minimum of $100,000, 
and possibly more, although at this 
time many stock market investors 
have questions about just how much 
more. 
Even though the Standard & Poor’s 
500 stock average gained only 5 per 
cent from 1965 through 1975, Walker 
has high hopes for his new product, 
now being sold in 14 states, but soon 
expected to be offered in all 50. 
When permission is granted by all 
the individual state insurance com­ 
missioners, he expects to be able to sell 
at least $200 million worth a year, IO 
per cent of all Equitable^ sales, 
enough to generate $4 million of 
premiums in the first year. 
Walker remains optimistic, despite 
the relatively poor market per­ 
formance in the most recent decade. 
From 1930 to 1975, he notes, the S&P 
average, with all dividends reinvested, 
increased 11.1 per cent. 
In the 1940-1975 period the same 
average rose 12.4 per cent, and in the 
2*^ decades through 1975 the gain was 
11.9 per cent. It is only in the more 
recent comparisons that returns have 
declined, he observes. 
Between 1960 and 1975, for example, 
a period in which many stocks rose 
sharply, the over-all average ad­ 
vanced only 8.6 per cent, but Walker 
states, “We don’t think the last IO 
years will repeat themselves.”

W ool Price Jum ps 
W ith Production Dow n 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The farm 
price of wool has jumped sharply this 
year because U.S. production is not 
keeping up with a rising demand from 
textile mills, and imports have soared 
as a result, according to the 
Agriculture Department. 
Wool prices at the farm averaged 70 
cents a pound last month, the highest 
in more than two years, including 85 
cents a pound in Texas and 40 to 50 
cents in the eastern states, the 
department’s Outlook and Situation 
Board said Thursday. Further in­ 
creases are expected. 
“Most of the price increase is due to 
runups in prices of the medium and 
coarser grades of wool, reflecting a 
relative shift in demand toward 
heavier woolen fabrics in the United 
States and abroad,” the board said. 
“For the year farm prices are likely 
to average in the 65 to 70 cent per 
pound range, up from last year’s 45- 
cent average.” 
In the first four months of this year, 
wool imports totaled 16.3 million 
pounds, compared with 3.1 million 
during the same period of 1975, the 
report said.

Dr. Philip Strax, internationally 
acknowledged as one of the world’s 
leading authorities in the X-ray 
evaluation of cancer of the breast, 
made an important observation at the 
third International Symposium on 
Detection and Prevention of Cancer in 
New York. He believes that thousands 
of women live in dread that repeated 
X-rays of the breast, kfiown as 
mammography, are dangerous to their 
health. 
He emphasized the need to remove 
this impression. He said, “Mam­ 
mography is of vital importance in the 
detection of non-palpable breast 
cancer, which is usually in an early, 
curable stage. The recent concern over 
radiation hazards in periodic mass 
screening for such detection has 
stimulated the development of a new 
method with minimal radiation ex­ 
posure.” 
Women who live in terror of X-ray 
determinations must accept from such 
scientific investigators the assurance 
of freedom from over-exposure by 
periodic mammography. 


The most exacting methods of 
protection are offered by those who 
judiciously use X-rays as a diagnostic 
procedure.

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CALDWELL, Ohio (AP) — A group 
of nine companies will build a $165 
million coal gasification demon­ 
stration plant in this eastern Ohio 
county. 
The consortium of the firms received 
a grant Thursday from the U.S. 
Energy Research and Development 
Administration, the office of Sen. Rob­ 
ert Taft Jr., R-Ohio, announced. 
The firms, headed by Continental Oil 
Co., will construct and operate the 
plant and a new $85 million coal mine 
to fuel the complex. The total op­ 
eration will employ about 600 persons. 
The Noble County plant will use 3,900 
tons of coal daily to produce 58.6 
million cubic feet of synthetic natural 
gas. It is expected to be in initial 
production in 1981. 
East Ohio Gas Co., part of Con­ 
solidated Natural Gas Co., will likely 
negotiate to purchase the entire output 
of the alant as a suDDlement to serve 
its 973,000 customers in northeast Ohio. 
The consortium’s proposal was one 
of five submitted in response to ER- 
DA’s request for gasification projects 
to convert coal into pipeline quality 
gas in a commercially-viable plant. 
Three other industrial groups have 
applied for funds from ERDA for 
various coal gasification demon­ 
stration projects in Ohio. 
The first phase of this project will be 
fully funded by ERDA and be for the 
development and conceptual design of 
the plant. It would take about 20 
months to complete. 
Upon approval, the project would 
move into the next phases which would 
be the eventual operation of the dem­ 
onstration plant. Design, purchase and 
construction would take about three 
years. The costs of construction will be 
shared equally by the consortium and 
the federal government. 
The plant is sponsored by Conoco, 
Consolidated Gas Supply Corp., El 
Paso Natural Gas Co., Natural Gas 
Pipeline Co. of America, Tennessee 
Gas Transmission Co., Texas Eastern 
Transmission Co., Texas Eastern 
Transmission Corp., Transcontinental 
Gas Pipeline Corp. and Panhandle 
Eastern Pipeline Co. 
In November, ERDA passed up Ohio 
as the site of a $238 million coal con­ 
version plant by another consortium. 
Instead, it was located in southern 
Illinois. 
In Columbus, Gov. James A. Rhodes 
lauded Taft and Rep. Clarence Miller, 
R-Ohio, Lancaster, for their efforts in 
helping win the facilities for the state. 
In a prepared statement, the 
governor, said “we have said from the 
beginning that Ohio offers the best 
combination of natural resources, 
manpower, and market for a coal 
gasification plant...This will be the be­ 
ginning of a new era of prosperity for 
southeastern Ohio.” 
Rhodes said an initial grant of $20 
million would finance the design stage 


of the facilities, and that ERDA and 
the consortium would share equally 
the $165 million construction costs and 
that of the new coal mine which 
Rhodes placed at $65 million.
